"Washington, Dec. 7.—The Republi­ 
can national committee, which was 
called to meet here to name a time and 
place for holding the Republican na­ 
tional convention next y ear, was in 
session for an hour at the Shoreham 
hotel y esterday , but aside from the 
election of Acting Chairman H arry S. 
New to fill the rem ainder of the un­ 
expired term of Secretary Cortely ou, 
the session was confined to prelimin­ 
ary details. 
Mr. New had no opposition and the 
vote was unanimous. 
He made a brief 
speech accepting the election, promis­ 
ing to devote all his energies toward 
providing for a fair and impartial con­ 
vention. 
A formal visit was paid to 
the president during 
the afternoon. 
The friends of the various cities which 
desire to secure the convention are ac­ 
tively at work. There are delegations 
here from Kansas City and Denver, 
and while there is no delegation from 
Chicago, a great deal of work is being 
done in behalf of that city by Repre­ 
sentative Lowden, who is a m em ber of 
the national committee, and by sev­ 
eral other mem bers who are interest­ 
ing them selves to the utmost extent to 
throw the convention to the lake city . 
They have made m aterial progress, 
and today are boldly claiming that 
they have practically won. This is not 
conceded by the Kansas City advo­ 
cates, but most of them do not show 
the sam e confidence they manifested. 
Today ’s session is being devoted to lis­ 
tening to the claims of the various cit­ 
ies, and after the oratory will come 
the voting. The fight between Chicago 
and Kansas City is quite acute, and 
there are charges of political interest 
on both sides, but these are denied. 
Of the fifty -four mem bers of the na­ 
tion comm ittee from twenty -three to 
twenty -five are said to be pledged to 
Kansas City and an equal num ber to 
Chicago.

Im provem ent is still largely confined 
to financial m atters, notable in this 
respect being the increased ease in 
call money , some lifting of the em ­ 
bargo on time loans, advancing prices 
for both bonds and stocks, and a low­ 
ering of the currency premium after 
a sudden advance, due to “window 
dressing” necessities on the part of 
some banks. 
Accompany ing these de­ 
velopments, however, has come an ac­ 
centuation of the more confident feel­ 
ing noted in general trade lines and in 
a few industries, 
further reinstate­ 
ment of orders cancelled in a panicky 
way some time ago, some renewal of 
buy ing for quick shipm ents from job­ 
bers, 
and, 
where 
more 
seasonable 
w eather 
has 
permitted,

Northeast and South, some stimulation 
of the demand at retail for winter ap­ 
parel and for holiday specialties.

best, however, trade as a whole is still 
very quiet, and industrial activity is 
below the normal.

Along the hills, far back from the 
main opening on mine No. 8, there are 
a num ber of openings into the mine, 
and to these hundreds of relatives and 
friends of the entombed men frantical­ 
ly rushed in the vain hope that their 
loved ones m ight find escape through 
these channels or that they m ight be 
more readily reached and released. So 
far as known, however, not a single 
man escaped this way and the would- 
be rescuers are helpless 
at 
these 
points, for out of each entry there is 
pouring a volume of poisonous gas 
which no hum an being can face for 
more than a few minutes at a time.

Ccvernor Gu ild Escapes, bu t Three 
Others Su ffer. 
Boston, Dec. 6.—An insane man 
walked into the ante-room of the ex­ 
ecu tive chamber of the statehou se, and 
finding Governor Gu ild's door closed, 
tu rned on three prominent labor lead­ 
ers and fired three shots at them, 
probably fatally wou nding Edward Co­ 
hen of Lynn, president of the state 
branch of the American Federation of 
Labor; seriou sly wou nding Dennis D. 
Driscoll of Boston, secretary of the 
same board, and inju ring with the mu z­ 
zle of his revolver Arthu r M. Hu ddell 
of Boston, former president of the cen­ 
tral labor u nion of this city. The in­ 
sane man, who was John A. Steele of 
Eve*ett, and who was released on pa­ 
role last month from an insane asy­ 
lu m, was overpowered by Private Sec­ 
re ta ry Charles S. Groves and General 
J. P. Whitney, chief of the state po­ 
lice. 
Governor Gu ild was in his office only 
a few’ feet away, and, ru shing ou t, as­ 
sisted in su bdu ing Steele, then knelt 
by Cohen’s side and su bsequ ently di­ 
rected the removal of the wou nded 
men to the hospital. 
Cohen was shot twice throu gh the 
head and is in a critical condition at 
the Massachu setts general hospital. 
The third bu llet stru ck Driscoll a 
glancing blow’ on the side of the fore­ 
head, and, making a long w’ou nd over 
the head, rendered him u nconsciou s. 
Steele was taken to the office of the 
state police and su bsequ ently sent u n­ 
der a strong gu ard to the Tombs. 
The doctors, after an examination 
of Cohen and Driscoll, expressed the 
opinion that the former’s wou nd wou ld 
probably prove fatal, bu t thg wou nd 
of Driscoll wou ld not be anything 
more than a seriou s scalp affair. 
Several of the state officials said af 
ter the shooting that Steele was a 
well-known character to the board of 
insanity, and that he had an illu sion 
that he was not getting his rights, for 
which he held the governor responsi­ 
ble.
